the trade. Neither of the pair speak En- 
glish.. Only a year ago they came to this 
country to practice their pretty art, after 
workimg at it for three years in Paris. 

Chenille isa most-accommodating qnateri- 
al, for deft fingers can work it up into al- 
most innumerable forms. It is simplya 
slender wire covered with a shaggy growth | 
of wool or silk; and looking “like a long | 
and extfemely: fuzzy caterpillar. It is 
dyed into all sorts of gay colors, so that the 
remnants scattered about the toy-maker’s 
floor looked like the wreck of a most gor- 
geous raimbow. 

The toy-maker is a good-natured little 
man, possessed of an inordinate desire to 
make English-speaking persons understand 
his French. He struggies painfully, while 
his wife’s black eyes widen in sympathy, 
and the listener looks on in hopeless mysti- 
fication. Fortunately, or otherwise, the toy- 
maker has a friend who speaks what he is 
pleased to call English, the same being a 


} grotesquely accented caricature of the lan- 


guage mainly current in this country. 
Along with this odd linguistic treasure the 
friend is possessed of a somewhat suspic- 
ious temperament, which leads him to use 
his gifts of speech sparingly in explaining 
the toy-maker’s business. 

However, between them they managed to 
say that the materials were imported from 
Paris, made up into toys right there on the 
premises, and sold whenever the little toy- 


-| maker could find buyers on his peddling ex- 
_peditions. 


‘Dogs and monkeys are truly the little 
man’s specialties. He has them in all the 


monkeys, with blue legs and red arms; 
blue monkeys, with crimson arms and legs; 
red, white and blue dogs; white mother 
monkeys, clasping to their breasts tiny 
little red, blue and green monkeys; parti- 
colored monkeys, standing on their heads 
or hanging by their tails; monkeys per- 
forming all manner of gymnastic feats 
upon delicate wire frames; monkeys rid- 
ing on dogs; monkeys drawing baby-car- 
riages, in which repose other monkeys. 

The tools of the toy-maker’s trade are of 
the simplest sort. Besides the chenille in 
every imaginable color, he has gold and gil- 
ver thread, tiny wires, nippers, scissors, 
needles and mucilage. He can make you a 


and a twist somewhere else, and you have 
the monkey, grinning and lifelike. You 
would not believe without seeing it how 
much expression a single snip or pinch will 
put into the face of an unfinished monkey. 
It isjustthe same with dogs. 
maker turns them out by the hundred. 
They are mostly white, and of that odd, 


} long-haired variety which people with a 


fondness for improving on nature like to 
trim into the semblance of lions. The toy- 
maker turns them out singly and in groups. 
Sometimes he makes a four-in-hand cog 
team driven by a monkey. It is easy to sec, 
though, that he is fonder of monkeys than 
of dogs. He has whole boxes of impish 
little monkeys, and it is his special delizht 
to make up groups of half a dozen simians, 
big and little. When a group seems finished 
he will suddenly dip down into his box, fish 
out a particularly impossible little monkey 
and hook it on somewhere by a pinch at one 
of its wiry arms. 

The little Frenchman does not pretend to 
-bave a large trade, but his bili-head is 
ems in two languages, and he expects to 

his monkeys and dogs tremendously 
popular with the young folks. Meusantime 
he picks up an odd, dollar ‘or now and 
then when he gces ‘out peddlin g. If only 
there were some such small coins in this 
country as the French have he would do

To the question, “Are beech thse éver’ 
struck by lightning?” H. D. Post; of Hol- 
land, Mich., thakes answer “in Siience as 
| follows. He says: 

“In August, 1885, at Mason, Ingham 
County, Mich.,a number of men were at 
work harvesting wheat in a large field west 
of the village. 

“A heavy thunder-storm came up, and all 
but one of them, Aura Hines, fled for 


' shelter to a saw mill about a quarter of a 


mile distant. He said that his shoes hurt 
his feet, and he did uotlike to run so far; 
he would go tothe woods, which bounded 
the fieid south, not far distant. After the 
storm (accompanied with heavy thunder 
and lightning) had passed, the men re- 
turned from the mull t6 their work, but 
Hines did not appear. They went in search 
and found him sitting under and against a 
large beech tree, dead. 

“Without disturbing his position, they 


sent to the village for help, and Il went and 


saw him.

his head, was knocked,down, somewhat 
stunned, and, although standing on our ar- 
rival, had not fully regained his wits nor 
his hat. 

‘The tree was tall and thickly branched 
tothe top. On careful and minute exam- 
ination, we found no mark of electricity on 
trunk, rootor branch, but later we discov- 
ered, perhaps twelve or more feet from the 
top, a space about three inches wide 
and six or eight feet .long,.as we 
guessed, from which the. bark was 
torn and the wood grooved. Some 
days later we disccovered that a strip of 
bark extending from the reut above men- 
tioned to the earth was dead and peeling 
off, and the wood grooved. Our conclusion 
was that the electricity mostly passed be- 
tween the bark and the wood, there being 
most moisture at place of contact. Nota 
drop of rain tell during the day, nor during 
many weeks before and after the above in- 
cident.
